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A STUDY OF THE PELLAGRA-PREVENTIVE ACTION OF 
CANNED SALMON

In many of the smaller and more isolated industrial communities, 
as weil as in much of the rural area of the South in which pellagra 
is endemic, the fresh-meat supply is often very restricted, especially 
in the spring and summer months. During this period fresh meat 
is, to a varying degree, replaced by preserved meats of some sort, 
often including fish. Among the preserved fish, canned salmon 
appears to be quite generally used. This observation led to a test 
(1) of its blacktongue-preventive action in the dog, resulting in full 
protection against this condition. 

As the study in the dog showed clearly that canned salmon has a 
decided preventive value in blacktongue, and, in view of the abundant 
evidence (1) (2) (3) that canine blacktongue is the analogue of human 
pellagra, a comparable study of the value of canned salmon in pellagra 
was organized at the Georgia State Sanitarium, Milledgeville, Ga., 
in October, 1927, through the courtesy and sustained cooperation 
of the board of trustees, superintendent, officers, and staff. The 
results of this study are reported here. 

As in the experimental work in the dog, canned Alaska chum 
salmon was used. The chum salmon is one of the cheaper grades, 
and for this reason was the one selected for study. The entire 
contents of the can (454 grams), including bone, skin, and liquid 
portion, were thoroughly mixed and incorporated in the cooked 
cereal-legume portion of the basic diet. Each patient was allowed 
six ounces of salmon per day, receiving approximately 1.7 ounces 
with the morning and evening meals and 2.6 ounces at midday. 
The composition of the salmon-supplemented diet is shown in the 
accompanying table.

A total of 18 white female patients came under observation for 
pellagra-preventive treatment with this diet during the period of the 
test, all of whom remained under continuous observation for a period 
of not less than one year. None of these presented, at any time, 
symptoms suggestive of pellagra. In the light of repeated experience 
it seems safe to state that, without the salmon or some other equiv- 
alent preventive food in the diet, not Jess than 40 or 50 per cent of 
them would have suffered a recurrence within a period of from three 
to seven months. The fact that none of the group showed symptoms 
even suggestive of pellagra would seem to be convincing evidence 
of the pellagra-preventive action of the salmon and of the presence 
of the pellagra-preventive factor in canned Alaska chum salmon. 
The quantity of salmon allowed was fairly liberal. Whether a smaller 
allowance might have been equally effective can not be stated. 

The demonstration that salmon contains the pellagra-preventive 
factor is of considerable interest. In the first place it is a readily 
available preserved food, comparatively cheap, and, if used in suffi- 
cient quantity, constitutes a dependable substitute for fresh meat, at 
least in so far as the pelagra-preventive factor is concerned. The 
results are also in harmony with certain previously recorded experi- 
ments showing that substances possessing blacktongue-preventive 
potency are also preventives of pellagra, and thus furnishes additional 
evidence that blacktongue in dogs is the analogue of pellagra in man.

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SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


1. Canned salmon (Alaska chum) contains the pellagra-preventive 
factor. 

2. By reason of its potency in the P-P factor, and its availability 
in the preserved state, salmon may be considered a fair substitute 
for meat in the areas of pellagra endemicity when meat is not readily 
available. 

3. The demonstration of the pellagra-preventive value of canned 
salmon furnishes further evidence of the soundness of the working 
hypothesis that blacktongue of dogs is the analogue of pellagra in 
man.

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Fifty-eight and nine-tenths per cent of the new admissions were 
males and 41.1 per cent were females, giving a ratio of 143 males per 
100 females. 

At the end of the month 14,128 patients were on parole, 7,754 male 
and 6,374 female. The number on parole was 9.7 per cent of the 
male patients, 8.9 per cent of the female patients, and 9.3 per cent 
of the total. 

Cases of dementia precox constituted 21 per cent of the first ad- 
missions; manic-depressive psychoses, 13.6 per cent; senile psychoses, 
9 per cent; psychoses with cerebral arteriosclerosis, 8.9 per cent; 
general paralysis, 8.8 per cent; without psychosis, 6.9 per cent; and 
undiagnosed psychoses, 6.1 per cent. 


PATIENTS IN INSTITUTIONS FOR THE FEEBLE-MINDED, JANUARY 
TO MARCH, 1929 


Reports for the first quarter of the year 1929 have been received 
by the Public Health Service from 27 institutions for the care of the 
feeble-minded located in 22 States, including one institution for 
females only with more than 1,200 patients. The total number of 
patients in these institutions on March 31, 1929, including those on 
temporary leave or otherwise absent but siill on the books, was 33,857. 
The first admissions were as follows: 


Of the first admissions during the three months, 56.2 per cent were 
males and 43.8 per cent were females, the ratio being 128 males per 
100 females. 

On March 31, 1929, there were 17,329 male patients and 16,528 
femaie patients on the books. During the three months 258 patients 
were discharged—145 male patients and 113 female patients. One 
hundred and seventy male patients and 108 female patients died. 

The annual death rates based on the estimated number of patients 
on the books of the institutions the middle of February were: Males, 
40.2 per 1,000; females, 26.6 per 1,000; persons, 33.5 per 1,000.

The “estimated expectancy” given for diphtheria, poliomyelitis, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid 
fever is the result of an attempt to ascertain from previous occurrence the number of cases of the disease 
under consideration that may be expected to occur during a certain week in the absence of epidemics. 
It is based on reports to the Public Health Service during the past nine years. 
median number of cases reported in the corresponding weeks of the preceding years. When the reports 
include several epidemics, or when for other reasons the median is unsatisfactory, the epidemic periods 
are excluded and the estimated expectancy is the mean number of cases reported for the week during non- 
epidemic years. 

If the reports have not been received for the full nine years, data are used for as many years as possible, 
but no year earlier than 1920 is included. In obtaining the estimated expectancy, the figures are smoothed 
when necessary to avoid abrupt deviation from the usual trend. For some of the diseases given in the 
table the available data were not sufficient to make it practicable to compute the estimated expectancy.
